HORSE HIS UNDOING. 


Steals Buggy and Harness w Make 

Animal Useful; Must Spend Six 

Months in Jail. , 

Vincent Check, a young man who 
had a horse and then stole a buggy at 
ene place and a set of harness at an- 
other to complete his outfit, was sen- 
tenced to six months in jail by Police 
Judge Williams yesterday.
